Loxvon, July 30.—In the debate in the House 
of Commons to-day. Gladstone began by rrad- 
ing the ‘etter which he bad addressed to Bea- 
consfield, asking him to cite lustances tn sup- 
port of the accusation of unjustifiable aud reck- 
less attacks. He declared he never attacked 
the Government without a sense of responsi- 
bility. He had never assigued any dis- 
honorable motives te the Premier, his 
attacks upon whose policy were based 
upon an frreconcilable aud fundamental 
difference of. opinion aud feeling. He wade a 
loug review of the resuits of the Congress. He 
regretted the selfish jealousy of some of the 
Powers in regard to Greeve. With Servia and 
Montenegro indevendent, Bulgaria practically 


80, aud Bosnia and Herzegovina irrevocably au- 


nexed to Austria, it was impossibic to deny that 
the partition of Turkey, H not complete, 
Was 

AS GREAT AS THAT OF POLAND. 

He desired the elevation of the native races 
instead of the supersession of Turkey by an- 
other Power, and complained of the Gevern- 
ment’s policy from first to last. He said they 
must fee] some shame when they looked upon 
the results obtained, and what might have been 
obtained without so much bloodshed, if they 
had not jealously severed themselves 
from Russia two years ago. They had 


lelt Russia the finest possible field for 


working against the present arrangement. The 
British Plenipotentiaries had throughout the 
Congress done their utmost to prop up Turkey 
and keep down the subject races. For the first 
time in history their attitude was not in accord- 
auce with tree institutions. 

The assertions of Lord Beaconsfield relative 
to British efforts in favor of Greece 

WERE NOT SUPPORTED 
by anything in the protocols. The conclusion 
of the Angio-Russian agreement was a practi- 
cal contradiction of the high-sounding preten- 
sions of Lord Salisbury’s note. The Govern- 
ment thereby surrendered, their power of action 
in the cause of freedom. 

He urged objections similar to those made by 
Lord Hartington to the military situation cre- 
ated by the Angilo-Turkish convention. He 
had been associated with all the greatest states- 
men of England for half a century, and he did 
uot hesitate to say that none of them would 
have imposed such a responsibility on the coun- 
try. He could not regard such policy as 
RATHER THE LIMITS OF REASONABLE STATES- 

MANSHIP. . 

He asked what the Government would have 
done if a foreign Power had concluded such a 
convention. The Government had, in ratifying 
the Convention before Parliament was made 
acquaioted with it, pushed the power of the 
Crown to an extreme which had been asayoided 
by the greatest statesmen. 

A new phase of the Eastern question was 


opened by this startling novelty, which set the 


laws of Europe at naught, was unjust to other 
Powers, overrode the rights of Parliament, and 
laid new burdens on the people. 

Gladstone spoke two hours and a half, and

THE BERLIN TREATY. 
HOW REGARDED IN RUSSIA, ITALY, AND AUSTRIA. 
Specials to the London News. 

Sr. PrTrerssure, July 16.—The Russian 
Agency savs that a calm comparison of the de- 
cisions of the Berlin Congress with the aim 
assigned by the Emperor of Russia to the war 
against the Turks leaves tbe §con- 
viction that considerable resulte have been at- 
tained. Not only isthe lot of Chr istlaus im- 
proved, but the definitive independence recog- 
nized by the Porte of Roumania, Servia, and 
Montenegro bas been stipulated for, as well as 
the cession to Russia of Ardahan, Kars, and 
Batoum, and the restitution of Bessarabia. The 
Congress has done still more. It has opened the 
way to reconciliation between England and 
Russia—a very satisfactory result from its 
pacific consequences. The Agency says further 
that ts Berlin correspondent declares he is au- 
thorized to contradict in the most emphatic 
manner the statement that Count Corti had 
asked M. Waddington to protest in the Con- 
grees against the annexation of r by 
Engiand and to withdraw, and that, being con- 
sulted by them, Prince Gortschakuff had dis- 
suaded them from doing so. 

Roux, July 14.—The first page of the Minis- 
terial Viritto, which appeared at an unusualiv 
late hour last night, is filled by an important 
article entitled “The Congress of Berlin and 
the Foreign Policy of Italy.” This article is 
evidently that answers, which Signor Zanardelli 
refused to make when questioned by Signor 
Avezzana and other Deputies some days ago, 
and now given in anticipation of the public 
meeting to be held at Naples to-morrow. The 
D.ritto—perhaps I should say the Goverament— 
defends the course followed by its Plenipoten- 
tlaries at Berlin on very much the same grounds 
ae those given by a friend of Count Corti’s to 
one of your correspondents at Berlin, and seeks 
to turn the flank of the ‘* Unredeemed Italy 
party, by endeavoring to show that the cession 
of Cyprus to England isa question involving 
far more seriour consequences for the future 
than the occupation of Bosnia and Herzegovina 
by Austria. These, the Diritto says, were the 
two salient facts which absorbed the attention 
of Italy's representatives, and that the latter 
had for Italy a special interest, increased bv the 
enlargement of Monteuegro, no one could 
doubt. 

Having stated so much, the Diritto adds that 
to-day it is necessary to speak clearly regarding 
the opinions expressed by those papers which 
desire that the italian Gpvernment should with- 
out delay take upon itself an initative policy: 

While France is silent and waits, while Russia 
accuses us, while Germany states that the Conven- 
tion does not interfére with her intentions, should 
Italy alone rise against English ambition and, with 
the threat of retiring from the meeting at Berlin, 
cause Gen. Wolseley, with his ships and men, 
who are about to take possession of Cyprus, to halt 
at Malta! Worse advice could not be given by the 
bitterest enemy of Italy. Had the Angio-Ottoman 
Convention been brougut ander the consideration 
of the Congress, the voice of Italy would certainly 
have been heard with effect: but in present cir- 
cumstances it must euffice for Italy that she has 
the consciousness of not having sacrificed at Berlin 
in the interests of even one of those princi- 
ples which are the strongbold of civilized peoples.

where. Then the vague promise given to the 
Greeks furnishes another problem, the solution 
of which to the satisfaction of either party may 
well excite misgivings, and which{threatens to 
leaye open a sore in one part of the body tend- 
ing to prevent the healing of all the rest. But, 
more than all this, the incompleteness of the 
Treaty of Berlin precisely on the main 
point is a thing which muat excite mis- 
givings. Turkey is prdéstrate, havin shown 
berseif incapable of resisting Russia and 
and those who were allied with ber, 
and she is well known to be more than ever in- 
capable of standing up against future aggres- 
sion. On the other hand, the whole Treaty of 
Berlin starts from the supposition that she will 
be able and willing to make exertions to main- 
tain herself within the limits now assigned her. 
It makes no provision in either direction for 
averting the danger of another aggression, nor 
for assisting ber in the work she has to do. 
Tue Treaty of Paris, by guaranteeing Turkish 
integrity and independence, made provision for 
both, and frail as they proved in the end, they 
still formed a shield for twenty years. But now 
all is otherwise. ‘There is, indeed, Art. 63 of 
the treaty, which uvholds all the provisions 
of the Treaty of 1856 and of the Protovol of 
1871, and hence likewise the collective guaran- 
tees; but, after what nas passed, what can the 
value of such indirect reference be without 
some provision or efficient pledge against fur- 
ther aggression? Withouta friendly hand to 
assist Turkey to rise again from the ground and 
help to build up the new edifice devised by the 
Congress, the whole structure seems to be 
built ou sand. The Anglo-Turkish Convention, 
however, redeems the work of the Congress; 
and if ever popular instinct was right, it was 
that which preparedagrand ovation for the 
English Pleuipotentiaries and made them con- 
spicuous among all others, Read side by side 
with the Anglo-Turkish Convention, the Treaty 
of Berlin receives quite a diilerent meaning.

His 
business in the meantime has been considerably 
checked, and there es not a shadow of a 
doubt in hie mind „ to the cause. 
A well-known crockery merchant says one of his 
best travelers reports a serious falling off in his 
orders from the West. At this season of the 
year,”’ be says, I was accustomed to receive 
orders for thousands of dollars’ worth where now 
Jam informed that our business relations must be 
brougut to a close. In the meantime, I receive 
limited orders fora certain class of goods which 
storekeepers or their patrons are in great need of: 
and the storekeepers do not hesitate to state the 
cause, and whom they are going to co business 
with in the future.” An agent fora wholesale 
chemical estadlishment in this city gives his version 
of the questions that are asked him in the West 
when he solicits orders; and, being in a position 
to answer them in a- to them—satiefactory man- 
ner, he reports his business prospects to be 
brightening. A manufacturer who nas sup- 
plied a large amonnt of castings for 
mills and other manufacturing establisaments in 
the West. finds his business considerably curtailed, 
and for no other cause, as faras he can judge. than 
the antipathy to Montreal on account of the 
troubles on the 12th. This state of affaires is not 
confined to Montreal, as ‘evidenced by the fact that 
one of the most extensive wholesale boot-and-

4. The Constitation of the United States declares 
that the citizens of each State are entitled to all) 
the privileges and immapities of the citizens in 
the several States, aud we hold it to be ghe primary 
and sacred duty of the National Government to 
protect and maiatain the exercise of all these civil, 
political, and public rights by every citizen of the 
United Staves. As Republicans we are solemaly 
pledged to maintam these pfiociples, and until 
they are cheerfuily obeyed, and, if need be, rigor- 
oqusly enforced, the work of the Republican party is 
unfinished, 

5. The Republican party is committed to unte- 
mitting efforts not only to secure the legitimate to- 
suits of the war,—the sovereignty of the Union, 
the equal rights of ail citizens, aud free and un- 
trammeled rights of suffrage, —Dut also to redeem 
the pledges which the Government made to those 
who furnished the means or gave tueir services to 
save the Union, whether these pledges are in the 
form of bonds or greenback notes. We ineist that 
both forms of the debt of the nation shall be paid 
with the same fairness and integrity with which the 
houest man seeks to pay his tndividual debts. 

6. We demand houest money for the people. 
Our currency must be made as good as coin and te- 
deemavie in u. The Government promised this, 
the Republican party has legislated to perform it, 
and in the course of resumption, now nearly accom- 
plished, there must be no steps sideways or back- 
warde. 

7. We congratulate our fellow-citizen’ on the 
unmistakabie evidence that the near approach to a 
stable currency is preparing the way for an early 
permanent revival of business and industry, so 
long depressed by causes growing out of the + ent 
tic civil war, among which a depreciated and fluc- 
tuating currency is the mest prominent, and grest- 
ly aggravated by the mischievons agitation of dem- 
agogues in and out of Congress for measures 
which, if adopted as the policy of the Govern- 
ment, would bring permanent disorder and rain to 
business, discredit and dishonor upon the nation, 
and tend to subvert many of those principles which 
are fundamental to the existence of civilized so- 
cicty. 

8. The evident purpose of the Democratic party, 
if 1t should come into full power, to pay aundreds 
of millions of suspended war claims of disloyal 
men already presented to Congress, or awaiting a 
favorable moment for presentation, makes it 
doubly important, now that the Senate is soon to

The next resolution disapproves of any radi- 
cal change in the navigation laws.

years since in politics and social cireles ag “The 
Prince,” was not unexpected. He was formerly. 
with the other members of the pumerous Kinds- 
koof familyf considered very wealthy, end was 
in the distilling and rectifying business with bis 
brothers. Me was formerly an active Kepub- 
lican, but became a candidate for Presidential 
Elector as a Liberal on the Greeley ticket in 
1872, aud was one of the teaders of the Re- 
form“ movement, as it was called, in 1873, 
which placed “Old Bill” Taylor, of un- 
fragrant memory, in the Gubernatorial 
chair, and he had upbownded influence 
with that Administration. In 1874 be was 
indicted for whisky crookedness in the United 
States District Court at Madison, but secured 
the Democratic nomination for member of Con- 
egress in the Milwaukee which he de 
clined, however, on the eve of William 
Pitt Lynde being substituted iu his place, and 
elected over Harrison I. udington. the Repub 
licap candidate. In 1875 Rindskopf was tried 
and convicted at Madison of violating the Rev- 
enue law by illicit rectifying, and was sentenced 
to pay a fine of $5,000 and twenty-four hours’ 


| imprisonment at the Park Hotel. He paid the 


fine and celebrated bis im prisoument by abund- 


ant bottles of wine with his friends; but he 


was again iudicted with the Milwaukee Ring in 
the same year, and his stock of liquors, books. 
and other property was seed, and 
he was again heavily fined and gut- 
fered twenty-four hours’ imprisonment in 
the county jail on a plea of guilty. This 
completely broke ap bis business, aud hia jeyal 
and other expenses were enormous, Sam was 
generally liked and admired personally, he was 
lavish in his personal expenditures, liberal and 
se) f-sacrificing to his friends, and an energetic 
man of business, but the whisky crookedness 
and its consequences prostrated bim. Last 
year, being somewhat recuperated, he opened 
a compiete and extensive beer-bottiing estab- 
lishment, but the beer furnished bio, as he 
alleged, soured in the bottles, many thousand 
shipments to warm climates and California 
being spofled in transit, and rejected by the 
consignees.

POWER TO MAKE THE CONTRACT. 

The question of the power of the city to make 
contracts for any work beyond the amouut of 
the appropriation was raisedin the Council 
Monday evening, and yesterday a reporter called 
on Ald. Tuley, one of the members of that body, 
to get his opinion on the point. 

Mr. Tuley was of the firm opinion that the 
city could only make contracts when an appre- 
Driation had actually been made, and then only 
to the amount of that appropriation, . The 
law provided that uo contract 
should be entered into unless an appropriation 
should first have been made concerning the ex- 
Dense. Judge Drummond had held in the Gas- 
Company case that ope Council could not make 
aoy contract that would bind future Councils, 
and only contract for the year in which 
the appropriation was made. It was then cou- 
te that it was sufficient, if an appropriation 
—— pon nt pen — nap work, to make a 

v which rau for several ye but 
the Judge ignored the point. — 

In reply to a question whether the $600,000 of 
the Canal Redemption Fund which had been 
set apart for the construction of a Court-House 
could not be considered a part of the appropria- 
tion. Mr. Tuley said he did not think it could, 
unless it Was actually in the Treasurv. The 
Candl Redemption Fund was about $590,000, 
but only about $70,000 of it was in the Treasury, 
the remainder having been used up in the Gage 
deialcation, aud other ways. If a tax bad been 


to 


levied to make up that amount, then 
it might be considered in the Treas- 
ury. The intent of the law was 


to prohibit any contract from being made or 
any liability incurred by any city officers beyond 
the amount actually appropriated for that par- 
ticular expenditure. ‘There was a doubt as to 
what the word ** concerning’ meant, but in his 
opinion it was equivaient to covering.“ 

The best way lor Chicago to do was to imitate 
the Feaeral Government, which only made post- 
tive coutracts for the amount of the appvopria- 
tion, aud provided that if Congress should think 
proper to make a further appropriation, then 
certain prices should be paid for tue remaining 
work. Perhaps that would be more expensive, 
because contractors would not care to take the 
risks of getting the contract 
and give 80 ow but that 
was the only alternative. There 
must be some limit to municipal expenses and 
power to incur debts, and the law must be 
obeyed. It was a question of charter power, 
and it had been already decided that one Coun- 
cil could not Bind a iuture one in such a case. 

RAISED BEFORE. 

This point, as to the ivability of the Building 
Commi to let the contracts for the entire 
work, si no appropriation had been made by 
the Couheu, was raised. in the bill filed last 
April by Thomas Brassil, to enjoin the Council 
from letting the contract to Tomlinson & Reed. 


The main point, of course, was that 
the city Was bound to use the 
same kind of stone as the county, 


but this one was also put into the bill and was 
argued before the Court. Judge Williams, 
however, iu his decision paid no attention to it, 
probably not considering it of sufficient im- 
portance to need ah answer. 
THE LANGUAGE OF JUDGE DRUMMOND 

on tuts general subject, as used by bim in his 
decision in the case of the Gas Company vs. The 
City, was as follows: 

In 1868 the churter of the city contained a pro- 
vision that no contract should be made oy the city 
involving — expense, unless an appropriation 
was previously made concerning such expense. 
And the Comptroller was required in May of eaca 
year to submit an estimate of the amount necessa- 
ry to defray the expenses of the city fur the cur- 
rent fiecal year. 

This provision of the charter does net seem to 
ba ve been construed as a prohibition to the execu- 
tion of contracts extending over one year, eveu 
where the appiopriation did not meet fully the 
expense of the contrucis; and it would be difficult 
to maintain that tunis construction is unsound. The 
lan must obviously be applied to the subject 
matter of the contract, so understood by the Legis- 
lature, viz. : 

To those matters where the terms of the con- 
tract and the time of its execution were practically 
within the reach of an appropriation once made. 

The construction of tunnels or water-works, of 
public buildings, including gas-works, of deeven- 
ing summit levels, and many other matters within 
the general scope of the powers of the city, may 
require more than a year to compicte, and must 
necessarily invulve more than one appropriation. 
Ana yet, in view of the manifest intention of the 
Legislature, it may be doubted whether the city 
would bv authorized to execute any of these gen- 
era) powers without an estimate first made of the 
expense to be incurred.

COUNTY COURT. 

ln the County Court yesterday morning, the 
arguments in the objections to the city taxes of 
187374 were resumed.

CRIMINAL COURT. 

Guitano Rosso, for the murder of Salvatore 
Pictro, was called for trial in the Criminal 
Court yesterday morning. The case is 60 old,

‘few years, that the public have entirely lost 
sight of it. Lhe murder was committed early 
on the morning of Noy. z, 1876, near the corner 
of State street and Archer avenue, and the police 
did not, for some reason, learn of it for several 
hours, aud until the body of Pietro was brought 
to the old Hospital, corver of Eighteenth and 
Arnold streets, by a person giving § the 
name of Casino Vatrosso. The informa 
tion given by Vatrosso of the affair was, 
that he had found the body olf 
Vietro on the street bleeding from a stab in the 
lower part of the abdomen. and that be had 
told him and two policemen that Rosso nad in- 
flicted the wound. Vatrosso was subsequently 
arrested, in the failure tu find Rosse, and was 
indicted and tried as accessory to the crime, but 
the evidence being purely circumstautial, he 
was acquitted. Then it came to the knowl- 
edge oli the police that Rosso was in New Or- 
leans, whereupon he was seut for, and some one 
was arrested,—there being a doubt, however, 
whether or not the right man was secured. At 
all events, Rosso has been in jail several 
months, and is uo on trial for the crime. 

The case was Opened, Messrs. O'Brien and 
Kettel appearing for the defendanut,—a one- 
eyed, ignorant, aud apparently inoffensive mau. 
Mr. O'Brien, in bis enthusiasm for the rights of 
his client, objected to the regular panel of ju- 
rors, on the ground that they were serving 
their third .week. He waived the objection, 
finally, however, and the long, tedious work of 
impaneling a jury was commenced. The reg-

special venire was ordered. This venire was 
also exhausted without completing the jury. 
and another was ordered, and up toa late 
hour in the afternoon the jury had not 
been completed. The case will be continucd 
to-iay, but there is no probability of a verdrt 
being reached until to-morrow.

FACTS FOR GRUMBLERS. 


The Unemployed People of Massachusetts— 
Only 14,000 out of 1,650,000 Oat of 
Work. 

Correspondence New York Erening Post. 

Boston, July 22.—1t used to be said, jocosel y, 
that the Massachusetts State Government elet- 
ed chiefly for the promotion of social science,”’ 
so many of ite departments and bureaus were 
occupied with examiming and reporting upon 
the questions belonging to that ficid of know!l- 
edge. Mr. David A. Wells, in his recent articies 
in the Jnternational Keview, has complimented 
the accuracy aud attested the value of these ex- 
aminations when made by our Census and 

Labor Bureaus, which are, in effect, one 

and the same, Mr. Carrol! D. Wrieht, who 

has been for five years at the bead 
of the Bureau of Statistics of Labor,“ 
and who also enlarged his regular force 
enough, three years agu, tu take the very com- 
plete State cepus of 1575, nas this year under- 
taken two special uiguiries woichin their resuits 
are proving to be of wuch public interest. One 

ol these, just Bow made quite promment by the 

reistent exaggerations of the Greenback and 
bor Reform agitatorgin regard tothe number 
of unemployed laborers, ie a special cenus ul the 
unemployed men in toe cities and towns of 

Massachusetts, which is now going on, and wiil 

be completed early in August. Its results will 

then be commuvicatedin a report tu the Gov- 
ernor accompanied with a tabie, showing how 
many men out of employment have been found 
lu cach of the nimeicen cities and (80 far as 
the towns report) in the 825 towns of Massacbu- 
setts. Aiready so many cines and towns 
uave been heard frum that Mr. Wright 
bas felt warrauted. in a public speech, made bere 
recently, to fix the maximum of unemployed 
men in the whole State at 20,000. It really ap- 
pears to be much less than this, and of those 
uo are reported as having no permanent occu- 
pation, at least a third part have Occasional ein- 
ployment, woile another third are men that only 
work when necessity compeis toem,—being un- 
steady and shiitiess fellows, who are iv mucn 
toe same state of mind concerning wurruk 
that Mr. Bret Harte’s friend the tramp was. 
Probably there are less than 10,000 meu above 
tue age of 18 desiriug to labor who are noc in 
some occupation. Tne number ot unemployed 
women is vot reported, but it is much smaller 
than that of meu; aud in ali Massachusetts, with 
its population of: 1,050,000, it is probable that 

14.000 is the extreme limit of the vumber un- 

employed, both sexes, of adult persons that are 

avie apd Gesirous to aba. Ot course there are 

two or three times tbe uumber who would get a 

better paid occupation if they could; but most 

of our peopie are supporting tuemselves witn 
ecopom), and their condition is growing better 
rather than worse. This is seen iu various ways. 

Ine savings-bank panic of last winter, for 

which there Was some occasion, has come to au 

vod, and the deposits have not been very much 
reduced, while of the money drawu out a Freut 
deal has goue either into Government bonds or 
into small purchases of real estate upon lavor- 
able terms. The burden of pauperism, which 
has been heavy in former years, is this year 
sensibly diminisbed, and tbe traces dependent 
upou small purchases are mantlestly improving. 

Une reason for this small number of unem- 
ployed lavorers is tbat the lariuing und gardeu- 
ing iudustry of Massachusetts is now very 
actively occupied, this belmg tue busy season lor 
farmers, „nne the manulacturing estabdlish- 
uivnts that have been closed or only partly iu 
operation are Wwecreasivg their work. Inis has 
been going ou Lor some tune. aud, *bough there 
are ¢Xceptions to it,—notadly at Fall River, 
where the number Of Operatives is much less 
than six months ago,—yet cue general activity 
is such as to more than vollset special misfor- 
tunes like those at Fall River. In Lawrence, 
tur example, only 300 men were found out of 
employment; in Lowell the number is quite 


small, aud so in Haverhil, L. un, 
aud the “shoe towns” generally. But 
still anotber reasou. uud ube of 


much importance, is the decrease of the laboring 
population in many of che cities. Wuen a com- 
munity like ours has Deco Grawing laborers into 
iis milis and Worksnops tora dozen years by 
giving them full employment at vood wages— 
as Massachusetts did [trom 1502 to i874—thbe 
tidai-wave ol labor reacties its Ligh-water mark. 
lien comes a period of stacuatiou as in 187 
5, and then the tide begins to ebb away, carry- 
ing tac lavorers off and restoring them to tue 
great ocean of industry from which they came 
into vur bayé and Hooded our shores. Tne pop- 
ulatiou of Massachusetts probably reached tue 
highest point about the ciose of 1874.

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MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 
Capt. Cowdon Explains the Basis of His 

Pian for Remedying River-Eviis—Cheap, 

Sure, SimpleeNo Embankments, No Jet- 

ties Necded Open Lake-Borgne Outlets, 

and Reduce the Flood—The Great Good 
the Bonnet-Carre Crevasse Has Done. 
Memphis Avalanche, July 27. * 

There was a large meeting last night of gen- 
tlemen interested in Capt. John Cowdon’s Bari- 
taria Canal project, at the Memphis Theatre. 
On the stage were Mersra. Casey Young, T. W. 
Brown, M. Merriwether, Calvin F. Vance. T. W. 
Avery, and others. A mad, showing the topog - 
raphv of the country throug’ which the caval 
is to pass, was placed before the lecturer’s desk. 

MR. CALVIN VANCE 
was made Chairman of the meeting, and Capt. 
Jobn Miller acted as Secretary. 

Mr. Vance said the purpose of the meeting 
was to hear from Capt. John Cowdon on the 
subject of redeeming the alluvial lands and 
opening the mouth of the river. They had, a 
few months ago, heard an interesting lecture 
irom Capt. Eads on the same subject. Capt. 
Cowdon’s plan went further, and not only pur- 
posed deepening the river, but the reclaiming 
of a vast tract of rich alluvial lands. In Wash- 
ington Capt. Cowdon had been more honored 
than in Memphis. ‘There he had appeared bo- 
fore the House Committee, aud won over a ma- 
jority of them to bis mode of opening the 
mouths of the great river. Seer 

Mr. Vance then introduced 

CAPT. JOUN COWDON, 
who said he considered the pening of the Mis- 
sissipp! River for permaneut commerce, the im- 
provement of its navigation and the reclama- 
tiov of lands along its banks, as the greatest 
subject that cau chgross the thouguts of the 
peovle of the whole land to-day. 

Capt. Cowdon then said: 1 believe the valiey 
was once an arm of the seaand the mouth of 
the river at or near Grand Tower, where ages 
aco the water burst through and drained off the 
country above, bow inhabited by millions of 
people. In the same way the rocky shures of 
the Niagara indicace that the great cataract was 
at one period of the world several miles below, 
at Lake Ontario, walch has required 380,000 
years for its recessiou. During this possible 
period ot time. the washing from the hilis, val- 
leys, and mountains above Grand Tower. with 
the sand roliea along tae mver's bottom by the 
current, holding also millious oi cubic feet of 
mud in suspension, has diled up the lower val 
ley for 1,200 miles in length, with au average 
breadth of fifty miles. 

In this way this wonderful river has deen 
gradually rising trom the basin of that cataract 
and fall of nearly 400 feet, filling up the old sea 
bottom, and building its banks. unti! a gentile 
slope, averaging some three inches to the mile, 
is attanved iu descending to the mouth of the 
river, thus forming a great lower valley, em- 
braciog an area of 30,000,000 of acres of the 
most productive land in the world. Thus, as 
the river increased im length, the banks were 
lifted up by the deposit, the greater portion 
being dropped aearest the river’s margin; con- 
sequently, we find tbe banks from ten to four- 
teen tee hicher ou the immediate margin of 
the river from Cairo to New Orleans than are 
tne lands one mile farther back from the river. 
Hence the commou expression, “The Missig- 
sippi River 

RUNS ON A RIDGE.”’ 
This is further evidenced by the well-known 
fact that each suggestive high water has de- 
deposited its stratum, clear and well defired, 
oue above the other, as bricks im a wall. as may 
be seeu all aloug the river. from Cairo to its 
mouth, and from low to high-water mark. 

Tpen examine the banks of the river from 
Cairo to New Orleans. and trom low to high 
water mark, ranging from 52 feet at Caio, 35 
feet 7 inches at Memphis, 46 feet 8 inches at the 
mouth of White River, 52 fect 4 inches at Vicks- 
burg, 50 feet 2 inches at Natchez, 47 feet at the 
mouth of Red River, 3 feet at Baton Rouge, 
and 17 feet 6 inches at New Orieans, and you 
will see stumps standing where they grew when 
the surface was at that level; for cypress trees 
then as now only throw out spur-roots near the 
suriace. 

Then note the fact that the mouth of the 
river is 120 miles farther out in the Gulf, witb a 
rise of water at New Orleant of 17 feet, and 
still moving out into the Gulf at the rate of 1 
foot a day. Withiv the last 37 years it has ex- 
tended 24¢ miles farther out at Southwest Pass, 
witha bar of 20 feet of water occupving the 
place where there was 140 feet 37 years ago. 

With ali these facts, and the still more strik- 
ing iliustrations betore our eyes of 

THE BONNET-CARRE CREVASSB, 

where the tlood of one-twelfth of the discharge 
of the river. with a fall of 20 feet, seexs the 
Gulf level through Lake Ponchartrain, in going 
less than 6 miles, instead of 160 to the river’s 
moutn, and the river's high-water mark lowered 
at New Orleans froui 3 to 4 feet wuere the rise 
and fall was 17 feet. and lowered at Natchez 
(300 miles above) from 6 to 5 fect, where the 
rise and falt was 30 feet. 

This is proven by reference to the report of 
Maj. Benyaurd for 1876, made to Gen. Humph- 
revs, Colef of Engineers, which shows tnat the 
average iall below bigh-water mark for tue 
vears 1573, 1874, 1875, aud 1876 was 4 teet 3 
inches at New Orleans, 8 feet 2 inches at 
Natchez, and 9 feet IK inches at Vicksburg, 
while at the mouta of White River it was 2 
fect I iaches, and at Memphis 2 feet 3% 
incnes, and from ‘a statement from Gen. 
Humphreys the tall at New Orleans tor 1877 was 
6 feet 6 inches, and for 1878. thus iar, it was 4 
fe.t 6 inches, whilst at Vicksburg tor 1877 it 
lackea 7 feet of hiwwh-water mark, and for 1878 
it jacked Li ieet of high-water mark, while at 
the mouth of White River for 1877 it only 
lacked 2 legt and 8 ioches of being to high- 
water mark. 

Tuis shows that safficient water passed the 
mouth of White River to have overflowed the 
lower valley had not the water been drawn off 
so rapidiy threugh che outicts. 

Now, with all these facts before them, is it not 
strange that men otherwise sane will persist in 
defending systems that ooly increase instead 
of diminishing the evils they are trying to 
remedy { 

WOULD IT NOT BE WISER, 

as a starting point. to open an outlet one mile 
wide by teu to twelve feet deep, with a fall of 
twelve feetin going some six miles to Lake 
Borene! This wood divert avother one-twelfth 
of the discharge, and wwer the high waler mark 
from four to siz feet more, or, in all, eight of 
ten feet at New Orleans, and from fourteen to 
sixteen feet at Nat#émez. Even Memphis would 
be relieved of lulu from four to six fect of 
water. As this would so increase the flood-tide 
slupe all the way from Cairo down, the water 
would run out so much faster by the increased 
current uf fully one-fourtu that it could not rise 
as bign as vow by many feet. 

Daring ite floodtide stages then the river 
would wasa out aud deepen in proportion as the 
surface slove would be increased. whereas now 
it fills up. so that When the river should recede 
to low-water mark it would not only be greatly 
deepened, but woakl settle into a 

PERMANENT AND WELL-DEPINBD CHANNEL, 
instead of sboa) btaces, where the river is wide. 
The increased current would have the cower to 
take up the sand thet forms the bars, and carry 
it on through the outlets and the river’s mouth, 
causing a general’ deepening of the channel ail 
the way down, ud would give more water oa

THE MICHIGAN FIAT FOOL. 

Some days ago Tue Trisuns published a 
letter giving an account of the progress of 
„flat lunacy in Michigan, and, among 
other items of news, this letter represented 
that one Movrrox, the Greenback can- 
didate for Congress in the Grand Rapids dis- 
trict, was in the habit of exhibiting a five- 
cent nickel coin, worth intrinsically perhaps 
a cent, and asked why, if the Government, 
by its stamp, could make that nickel worth 
jive cenis, it could not, by the exercise of the 
same almighty fiat power, put its stamp on 
a piece of paper and make it worth $5. We 
commented on this ridiculous proposition, 
and showed that the nickel and copper coin- 
age was very limited in amount, and was 
legal-tender only to the sum of 25 cents, and 
was redeemanle by the Government on de- 
mand in sums of $20 or more, and we natur- 
ally made some sport of the nickel-fiat non- 
sense attributed to the aforesaid Movtrton, 
fiat candidate for Congress. Moviton has 
written a long reply, which will be found 
elsewhere, in which he denies having used 
the language attributed to him about the 
nickel coin. We give him the benefit of his 
denial. 

Mr. Movtton, however, takes occasion to 
inflict on us several extracts from some 
speeches of his; and his trouble to deny the 
nickel story seems to have been useless, be- 
cause he reiterates the absurd assertion that 
the Congress has full power to issue flat 
money”; that is, absolute paper scrip hav- 
ing no intrinsic value, containing no promis 
to pay whatever, and deriving its whole 
value from the stamp placed on it by act of 
Congress, declaring how many “ dollars” 
each piece of paper is. 

Having laid claim to that fiat power, 
Movtton might as well have stuck to the 
nickel assertion and claimed that it was 
the stamp, and not the redemption, that gave 
the nickel its five cents’ worth of value or 
purchasing power. As Movtron is a candi- 
date for Congress, and as he represents a 
class of people who are laboring under a 
delusion on this subject as strongly as he is, 
we invite attention to some of what he calls 
the strong points of his argument. 

He points to the power of the Government 
to coin, or issue money, of a partly artificial 
value,—as silver, copper, etc.,—and this 
power existing, asks where does it cease. 
Why may not the Government, he says, issue 
paper dollars,“ and maintain for them an 
artificial and legal value? In support of his 
theory on this subject he cites some remarks 
made by Judge Strona in tho Legal-Tender 
cases, in his opinion given in that case. In 
the extract quoted the Court was discussing 
whether the phrase to coin money,” even 
if construed literally as defining the material 
to be coined as metal, did not leave Congress 
a large discretion, and the Judge added, im- 
mediately, ‘‘We do not, however, rest our 
assertion of the power of Congress to enact 
legal-tender laws upon this grant.” It must 
be borne in mind that legal- tender 
Treasury notes are promises to pay dol- 
lars to the holder, the payment to be 
in the future at a time to be fixed by Con- 
gress. There was no question before the 
Court as to the power of Congress to make 
& paper note containing no promise to pay a 
dollar in redemption thereof; it was nota 
question of power to issue absolute or fiat 
paper money, or stamp value on pieces of 
paper, that the Court was consider- 
ing. The Court held that the national ex- 
istence was in peril when the Legal-Tender 
acts were passed; that money was impera- 
tively needed, and the Government had 

neither money nor credit; that an over- 
whelming necessity existed to maintain the 
army in the field; that the necessity being 
unquestioned, aud the means being appro- 
priate, Congress exercised a legal discre- 
tion in enacting the Leyal-Tender law to meet 
the great emergency. 
The Court consented reluctantly, and 
Judge Strona, who delivered the opinion, 
took occasion to say : 


The Legal-Tender acts do not attempt to make 
— — a standard of value. We do not rest their 
validity upon the assertion that their emission is 
coinage or any regulation of tue value of money; 
nor do we assert that Congress can make anything 
which has no value money. What we do assert is, 
that Congress has power to enact that the Govern 
ments promises to pay money shall be, forthe 
time being. equivalent in value to the representa- 
tive of vaſue determined by the coinage acts, or to 
multiples thereof. 


Justice Braver in the same case declared 
that the Legal-Tender acts “were not an 
attempt to coin money out of a valuciess ma- 
terial.” It is a promise by the Govern- 
ment to pay dollars; it is not.an attempt to 
make dollars,” said the Court. Movuron is 
very careful to suppress all these opinions of

Paper money, substantially, 
like our greenbacks, is a promise to pay, 
and has been inconvertible, because the 
promise has not been redeemed. Its value 
has been precisely what it could be sold for. 
Our greenbacks have fluctuated from day to 
day for sixteen years, and the range has been 
from 38 cents to 99} cents. Behind them 
always was a legal promise to pay, and to 
pay in coin, and since 1875 there has been a 
day fixed when payment on demand should 
begin. Mutu, speaking of inconvertible pa- 
per, referred to paper of unredeemed prom- 
ises of this kind. There had been no flat 
paper money made absolute and irredeem- 
able by law, such as is proposed by the 
statesman of Grand Rapids. It is only 
necessary to give the following from M's 
chapter on Inconvertible Paper Currency ” 
to show what his opinion on the subject was : 


Although no doctrine in political economy rests 
on more obvious grounds than the mischief of a 
paper currency not maintained at the same value 
with a metallic, either by convertibility or by some 
principle of limitation equivalent toit, and al- 
though, accordingly, this doctrine has, though not 
till after the discovenes of many years, been 
tolerably effectually drummed into the public 
mind, yet dissenticnts are still numerous, and 
projectors every now and then start up with plans 
for curing all the economical, evils of society by 
means of an unlimited issue of incouvertibie paper. 
There is, in truth, a great charm inthe idea. To 
be able to pay off the national debt, defray the ex- 
penses of Government without taxation, and, in 
fine, to make the fortunes of the Whole community, 
is a brilliant prospect when ounce & man is capable of 
believing that printing a few characters on bits of 
paper will do it. The philosopher's stone could 
not be expected to do more. 


Had Mr. Mil enjoyed a prophetic vision 
and seen in his mind’s eye the Grand Rapids 
fiat donkey, he could not have described the 
case more closely. Wemight add much more, 
but wa have given enough to satisfy any re- 
flecting reader that Moutron has read his au- 
thorities carelessly, or ignorantly, or, if intel- 
ligently, has garbled them intentionally in 
order to make out his claim that Congress can 
legally create valuable money out of valueless 
things, and that without a promise to pay, or 
redeem, or other convertibility, paper can be 
made equal to coin. The doctrine that the 
Government can maintain as money, with 
the purchasing power of gold or of any valu- 
able thing, vast emissions of bits of paper 
stamped with pictures and figures, and de- 
clared by Congress to be irredeemable, is one 
of those strange delusions that sometimes 
takes possession of weak or fantastic minds 
and makes them the laughing stock of sensi- 


ble people.

Mr. Patmer does 
not seem to look upon the matter in the 
same light. He even admits that he im- 
pressed upon the members of the Returning 
Board in private that civil war might fol- 
low this matter of the Presidential election,” 
and this would appear to have been an in- 
clination on the part of ex-Gov. Paumer to 
carry out the Louisiana policy of bulldoz- 
ing” in influencing the verdict of the Re- 
turning Board. Gov. Paumenr also discovered 
while in Louisiana that many of the parishes

THE OCCUPATION OF BOSNIA. * 

The first great step in the institution of 
Turkish reforms, or, mote strictly speaking, 
in the suppression of Turkish tyranny, has 


deen taken in the province where the first 


seeds of the Turko-Russia war were planted 
three years ago. In Herzegovina, a province 
of Bosnia, the first manifestation of war ap- 
peared in 1875. The people of a small vil- 
lage refused to pay extortionate tithes. The 
Turkish tax-gatherers mercilessly swooped 
down upon the peasants’ crops and homes, 
and were met with resistance. The success 
of one village led others to oppose taxation 
by force. The flame gradually spread until 
all Herzegovina was in arms. Thence it 
traveled over Bosnia, and tlie insurrection 
became so formidable that the Porte sent 
troops to crush it out. Then Montenegro 
and Servia sprang to arms to redress 
their wrongs, and the insurrection de- 
veloped into awar. The Sclaves were de- 
feated, and the Turks took their revenge 
in terrible massacres which fell with the 
most crushing force upon the Bulgarians, 
who were least capable of offering resist- 
ance, and who had played comparatively an 
unimportant part in the insurrection. The 
course of events since that time is well 
known. After fruitless efforts by the Great 
Powers to release the Sciaves by negotiation 
with the Porte, Russia drew the sword in 
their behalf and has resened them from the 
yoke of Turkish tyranny. As one of the 
guarantees of the future, Austria was com- 
missioned by the Congress to re-establish or- | 
der in Bosnia, which is coterminous with 
her and in which she has strong interests of 
race as well as frontier, since her territory 
has been kept in continual disorder by the 
crowds of fugitives who make it an asylum 
where they may escape Turkish cruelty. 
Negotiations have been pending ever since 
the signing of the Berlin Treaty as to the 
details of the occupation between Count 
Anprassy and Canratneoport Pasha, but 
they have progressed so slowly, and the 
Turks have placed so many obstacles in the 
way, that the impatient Austrians have cut 
the Gordian knot by going in and taking 
possession, evidently coming to the concln- 
sion that they could negotiate just as well 
occupying Bosnia as out of it, and that a 
little promptness now will be economical in 
the end by heading off the inevitable growth 
of resistance that would occur if they waited 
too long upon Turkish delays. One of the 
principal causes of difficulty between the | 
negotiating parties is thus stated in a Vienna | 
dispatch to the London Times: i 


One of the foremost questions in this respect re- 
lates to the extensive State domains existing both 
in Bosnia and Herzegovina, rather more so than in 
the otaer provinces of Turkey. These Crown lands, 
moreover, in Bosnia and Herzegovina would rep- 
resent very valuable property if a rational system 
of administration were introduced. In the De- 
cember note even of Count ANDRassy these State 
domains were pointed out as the readiest means of 
making a beginning with the solution of the agra- 
rian question. There are hundreds of thousands 
of acres of fertile land, especially in Bosnia, wnich 
might be granted under easy conditions on long 
leases, or even af ultimate freehoids, to the Chris- 
tian population, which hitherto has been entirely 
dependent on the good-will of the feudatory land- 
lords But, iu order to carry into effect such a 
salatary measure, both economically and political- 
lv. considerabre freedom of action must be reserv- 
ed with regard to these Crown domains. 


There are still other questicns yet to be 
settled, and among them that of the religious 
foundations, which represent an immense 
wealth, and with regard to these the same 
correspondent intimates that the administra- 
tion and application of the revenues will be 
left to the Turks, being the same arrange- 
ment that has been made by the English in 
Cyprus, the Austrians only interfering to 
prevent any misapplication of them. There 
only remain to be settled the withdrawal of 
Turkish troops and civil officers, and some 
agreement about stores and movable proper- 
ty belonging to the Turkish Government. 
There is no doubt that all these matters will 
be settled still more guickly now that the 
Austrians are in actual possession, and that the 
present spirit of resistance, which has been 
promoted by renegade Christian land-owners 
who have turned Mussulmans and are afraid 
of losing their property, will be speedily 
crushed out. This class, composing the na- 
tive aristocracy, have hitherto had the rule, 
and, supported by the Turks, have been 
almost as oppressive as the Pashas them- 
selves. Their monopoly of power as well as 
of land possession will be broken, and any 
resistance they may make will be speedily 
overcome, as Austria occupies the province 
at the desire of Europe. The progress of 
this first effort in the way of reform will bo 
watched with great interest.

A REMARKABLE “NATIONAL” CANDI- 
DATE. 

The Michigan Nationals seem to be pecu- 
liarly unfortunate in the selection of their 
leaders. Their candidate for Governor be- 
longs to the rather extensive Smira family; 
Henry is his prenomen, and he lives in 
Grand Rapids. The platform on which Mr. 
Henry S. Surru stands is the usual express- 
1on of Communism and fiat-scrip Inaacy 
under the guise of labor-reform and curren- 
ey-reform, yet Surrn Bimself isa ‘‘ bloated 
capitalist,” an owner of National Bank stock 
on his own account and in behalf of his 
children, and a firm believer in the orthadox 
doctrine that the Government bonds ought 
to be paid in gold and nothing else. It was 
an enterprising reporter ona Detroit news- 
paper that persuaded the unsuspecting and 
guileless Surra to give himself away in 
an interview, and we should not be tur- 
prised if this particular member of the Surru 
family should be requested to abandon his 
Gubernatorial aspirations or look to some 
other party for his desired honors. 

Mr. Sura is not merely an owner of Na- 
tional Bank stock, but he goes so far as to 
say that it is perfectly proper fora man to 
own such stock if he can get his hands on it. 
This is rank profanation in the eyes of every 
true Nationalist, who denounce’ the National 
Banks as the invention of the devil, and 
regards every share-owner as a grinding mo- 
nopolist. Mr. Surru's platform calls for the 
immediate repeal of the National-Bank act, 
and the instantaneous annihilation of all 
such institutions, yet Mr. Surru himself 
expresses the opinion that the National 
Banks are good for the business and indus- 
try of the country.” He attempts to qualify 
this general indorsement by saying that the 
banks are bad for the Government,” because 
the Government has to pay them interest 
on the bonds which they deposit as security 
for their circulation. But as these bonds 
are Outstanding, and represent a part of the 
national debt already contracted, it is not 
clear why it is any worse for the Govérn- 
ment to pay the interest to certain corpbra- 
tions under the name of National Banks 
than it would be to pay the same amount of 
interest to individuals holding the bonds in 
their on name. If Mr. Sutra means that 
the bonds should be retired, then there ig no 
reason why the bonds held by the banks 
should be retired any more than all other 
bonds. If he thinks that all the bonds 
should be paid off immediately, he fails to 
say where the Government could lay its 
hands on $1,700,000,000 of coin for this 
purpose,—for he believes that the bonds 
should be paid in coin and nothing else. If 
he is willing to abide by his piat- 
form, and advocate the immediate pay- 
ment of the bonds in fiat-scrip, he should 
point out how bondholders are to be com- 
pelled to exchange interest-bearing coin se- 
eurities for non-interest-bearing, worthless 
scrip which is not redeemable in anything. 
Mr. Surru seems to be very badly mixed up 
in the matter of the National Banks; this is 
further indicated by his remark that the 
National Banks are bad for the Govern- 
ment but good for the people,” whereby be 
ignores the fact that the interests of the 
Government and the people are identidal, 
and the other fact that his party demands 
the suppression of the National Banks on 
the ground that they are an oppression to 
the people. 

From all accounts, we fear that the am-

Contraction of the currency is played on 
like a harp of a thousand strings by the 
„flat inflationists. “The country has 
been destroyed by contraction,” they all cry 
in chorus. They take the maximum paper 
circulation of the summer of 1865, after the 
War closed, and the troops and contractors 
were paid off, which was the moment the 
Government had outstanding the largest 
amount of greenbacks, interest-bearing notes, 
etc., and they figure out the’ following 
amount of currency then outstanding: 


State bank circulation 

National Bank circulation 

Demand notes 

Legal-tender notes 

One and two year notes of 1863, ... 
Compouad-interest notes ene 
Fractional Currency .... ... «+ «sees 


Total amount of currency $983, 318, 685 
Nominally, here was nearly 1,000 millions 
of currency. But what was it worth on the 
dollar? What was its purchasing power? 
Boil the water out and how much molasses 
was left? The power of currency to buy or 
exchange for goods, chattels, and labor is 
what determines ita value, and not its nomi- 
nal quantity. A coin dollar that will buy as 
much as a ten-dollar bill is worth as much in 
business as the bill, though the latter on its 
face is ten times greater than the former. 
From the Ist of January, 65, till the Ist of 
May,’65, the paper dollar was worth 464 to 674 
cents in coin. From May to July the range 
was 733 to 694, and from August to Decem- 
ber the average was 694 to 68 2-5 cents on the 
dollar. At the time when the currency was at 
its nominal maximum the paper dollar was 
worth 69 cents in gold, and the whole vol- 
ume of 983 millions was worth $678,270,000. 
The present paper currency is worth $684,- 
460,000. To this add fifty millions of silver 
and eighty millions of gold doing active 
duty as money. After all the gabble about 
contraction, the present paper currency rep- 
resents more gold property or exchangeable 
value than all the paper money outstanding 
in August, 1865, including compound-inter- 
est notes, and one and two year 5 per cent 
notes, and everything else. There has been 
a contraction of “ water” in the currency, 
but no contraction of value, since 1865.

In 1870 
there were 202,803 farms averaging 125 
acres each. In 1878 we may estimate 220,000 
farms averaging 120 acreseach. In 1870 there 
were 3,552 pieces of cultivated land contain- 
ing over 3 and under 10 acres, belonging to 


gardeners and fruit-growers, 10,229 pieces | 


over 10 and under 20 acres, 53,210 pieces 
over 20 and under 50 acres, 68,130 tracts 
over 50 and under 100 acres, being mostly 
80-acre farms, 65,940 over 100 and under 500 
acres, being mostly 160-acre farms, 1,367 
tracts containing over 500 and under 1,000 
acres, and 302 tracts containing over 1,000 
acres each. See how the number of farms 
exceeding 500 acres 
compared with the class which con- 
tains the 160 and the 80 acre farms. 
The total number of persons who actually 
worked those 202,803 farms in 1870 was 
376,441. This force consisted of the farm- 
ers and their sons and the hired men. The 
number of hired men was probably not orie- 
twentieth part of the whole,—the other 
xineteen-twentieths being the farmers and 
their boys.

No pistol was found oa his y by the 
police after death, but the defense intimate 
that his brother, who was by his side while he 
lay immediately after the fatal shot, may have 
removed bis pistol from his pocket. 


A QUADRUPLE LYNCHING. 

Monrosg, La., July 30.—A party of masked 
men, variously estimated from forty to 500, 
rode into Monfoe at 1 o’ciock this morning, 
forcibly took from the Parish Jail four colored 
men who were confined there charged with 
murder, took them to the Court-House Square, 
and hung them to the limbof an oak tree. 
Tbree of the victims were implicate in killing 
W. C. Fitzgerald last May, a white Constable, 
at Trenton, who had attempted to arrest them, 
as is alleged, for disorderly conduct on the 
streets. They had been tried, and one of 
them sentenced to the Penitentiary for 
life. The other two were remanded 
for a new trial. The fourth victim was 
charged with waviaving and murdering another 
negro in cold blood. He had been sentenced by 
the District Court to the Penitentiary, but ob- 
tained a new trial. The verdict of the Coroner's 
jury was that said parties came to their death 
by hanging, and that the same was done by par- 
ties unknown.”

Phillips, Henry Atkins, Jim Beatty, and Tom 


MURDER AT PITTSBURG,

MONEY, 
Letter from Mr. L. V. Moulton, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Granp Raprns, Mich., July 28.—In your not 
very flattering notice of Friday, I observe state- 
ments to which I beg Jeave to reply, and also to 
correct some errors as to matters of fact. 

In the first place I have never used or alluded 
to the nickePor copper coins in my arguments 
(and here if I were to come down to the vulgar 
level of yoar style I should say vou had made 
an ‘* egregious ass of yourself). 

Here is the argument I have always used, 
and one among many that your man Nichol, of 
Chicago, made no attempt to answer: 


The Constitution does not specify any particular 
material for coinage. The word *‘coin,’’ as used, 
is a verb, and ite meaning there agrees strictly 
with the word make, and, conceding the metallic 
point there is no limitation as to amount of metal 
or kind, or that its legal or commercial value shail 
correspond. I have here three coinagesof silver 
that illustrate this point. Hereis atrade dollar; 
this is not money at all, and has out the commer- 
cial value which, at last accounts, was 03% cents 
in paper money. Here is the new dollar, a full 
money, and as money it is worth 100 cents in 
paper, altaough there is 7% grains less of com- 
modity init. Here, again, are two half-dollars, — 
380 grains, yet, as money, they are worth 100 
cents, while as bullion they are worth still less 
than the new dollar, yet no one pretends they are 
unconstitutional, or that their value is maintained 
either by present or prospective redemption. If 
the Government can take any of the commodity 
value out lawfully and succeed in maintaining an 
artificial value on the remainder, where and at 
what precise point does this right and ability 
cease? 


In the 12th Wallace. Supreme Court Decisions, 
case of Parker vs. Davis, I find the following 


language used by Judge Story, in delivering the 
ovinion of the Court: 


The Constitation does not ordain what metals 
may be coined. or prescribe that the legal value of 
metals, when coined, shali correspond with their 
intrinsic value in the market. Nor does it even af 
firm that Congress may declare anything to be a 
1 for the payment of debts. Confeaea- 
ediy the power to reguiate the value of money 
coined, and of foreign coins, ie not exhausted by 
the iret regulation. More than once in var history 
has the regulation been changed without any denial 
of the right of Congress to change it, and it seems 
to have been left to Congress to determine alike 
what metal shall be coined, its purity, and how far 
ites statutory value as money shail correspond, 
from time to time, with the market value of the 
same metal as bullion 


And Justice Bradley, in concurring, says: 


1 do not say that itis a war power, or that it is 
only to be called into exercise in time of war; for 
other public exigencies may arise in the history of 
a nation which may make it expedient ana imper- 
ative to exercise n. But orf the occasions when. 
and the times how long, uu shall be exercised and 
im force, it is for the legislative department of the 
Government to judge. 

And in the 27th New York Court of Appeals, 
ease of Bank of Commonwealth vs. Vandych, | 
find the following: 


If, then, Congress bas the power to cetablish a 
legal-tender, i there any constitutional) reason 
why the exercise of the power should be restricted 
to a particular medium’ If Congress can coin any 
metallic substance under the power to coin money, 
and stamp it with an arbitrary value, as it is con- 
ceded n may. then it follows from the practice 
of the Government..and the rules and principles 
enunciated. that it can make euch stamped metal a 
legal- tender, at any designated value. Intrinsic 
value of the thing stamped. or coined, bas nothing 
to do with the question of the power. Suca 
metals so stamped are not issued or put in circula- 
tion on the faita or credit of the United States 
Government. No pledge ie made to redeem them, 
and they may possese little oc no intrigsic value. 
yet it u not denied that such pieces of metal, so 
stamped, or coined, may be iawfully tesued and 
made a jegal-tender, and thus become iawful 
money of the United States. It is difficult to per- 
ceive. if this can be done with pieces of metal. why 
it is not equally within the power of Congress to 
declare the Treasury notes wnich it may lawfully 
issue a8 a circolau medium, and which tt may 
lawfully make a tender in payment of debts due to 
it, a legai-tender, also, zu payment of ali debts. 

And in Sumner’s history of the American 
eurreucv [ find the report of the famous Bull- 
jon Committee of the British Parliament al- 
luded to in the foliowing terms: 

The report of this Committee ie perhaps the 
most important document m financial literature 
Its doctrines have been tested both wave, by belief 
end by disvelief;: dy experiment of their opposites 
and dy experiment of themselves. They are no 
longer disputacie. We are not a matter of 
theory or opinion. but of demonstration. They are 
ratified and establishea as the basic of finance. 
They may be disputed as the roundness of the 
earth or Newton's theory, bat they have passed 
the stage where the scientific Gnancier is bound to 
discuss them.

I find some supposed eminent men tinctured 
with some such lunacy. For instance, no less a 
person than Prof, John Stuart Mill, in his 
‘* Principles of Political Economy,” in 8 peaking 
of fiat money, says, ou page 328; 

And such is the influence of almost all estab- 
lished Governments that they have generally suc- 
ceeded in attaining this object. I believe I might 
say they have always succeeded fora time, ana the 
power has only been lost to them after they had 
compromised it oy the most flagrant abuse. In the 
case supposed, the funetions of money are per- 
formed by a thing which derives ite power of per- 
forming them solely from s convention; but con- 
vention is quite sufficient to confer its power, since 
nothing more is needful to make a person accept 
anytbing as money, and even at au arbitrary value, 
than the persuasion that it will be taken from him 
on the same terms by others. The only question 
is what determines the value of such a currency, 
since it cannot de as in ‘the case of 
gold and silver, or paper, exchangable for them. 
The cost of production. We have seen, however, 
that even in the case of metailic money the imme- 
diate agency in determining its value is its quanti- 
ty. Ifthe quantity, instead of depending on the 
ordinary motives of profit and loss could be ar- 
bitrarily fixed by authority, the value would de- 
pend upon the flat of that authority, not on cost 
of production. The pe me J of paper currency 
not convertibie into the metals at the option of the 
holder can be arbitrarily fixed: especially if the 
issueris the sovereign power of the state. The 
value of such a currency is therefore entirely ar- 
bitrary.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE MANAGERS’ MEETING TO-DAY. 

A number of railroad officials, who will 
participate in the managers’ meeting at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel in this city to-day, have 
already arrived, and the rest are expected here 
this morning. None of those that are in the 
city now seem to know the real object for which 
the meeting has been called, and Mr. J. N. 
McCullough, who issued the call, will not arrive 
until this morning, yet it seems to be the gen- 
eral impression that the main object is as 
stated in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, namely: to dis- 
cuss the advisability of forming anotber east 
bound pool. Nearly all those spoken to 
ure favorable to a pooling arrange 
ment by which the digastrous competition 
between the various roads can hereafter be 
stooped. But they ere all unanimous in saying 
that a pool like the last one would be of no 
earthly good, and could bardly live as long. Lf 
a pew pool is formed, it must be on some such 
plan as that of the Southwestern Railway Asso- 
ciation, which is now working very satisfactorily. 
According to that olan, each road can carry all 
the business it wante, but the money received 
in excess of its allotted percentage is placed in 
the pool and divided among those roads which 
have not carricd their full percentage. Unless 
some such olan is adopted, it will be useless to 
make another arrangement. The simple pooling 
of the tonnage will not dp, as some roads will 
always find wavs by which they can carry more 
than their allotted share. This was done darioyu 
the existence of the old pool, and in a great 
measure was responsible for its failure, for 
Commissioner Guilford found himself power- 
less to enforce the provisions of the arrange- 
ment, there being no penalties prescribed. I! 
the money received for excess of tonnage ear- 
ried has to be turned over, few roads will care 
to carry more than the percentage to which they 
are entitled.

REDUCING EXPENSES. 
There was a meeting beid at tue Lake Shore 


+ office yesterday, at which were present Mr. John 


Newell, General Manager Lake Shore & Michi- 
gan Southern; H. B. Ledyard, General Manager 
of the Michigan Central; Mr. F. E. Morse, 
Western General Passenger Agent Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern; and J. L. Wood, Assist- 
ant General Ticket and Passenger Agent Michi- 
gan Central. Some of the oflicers of the Can- 
ada Southern and Great Western Railroads were 
expected. but did not arrive m time. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to decide upon steps 
to be taken to bring about a reduction in 
the expenses of the passenger departments of 
these roads. It was decided to lop off 
the heads of a number of the outside Agents of 
the Michigan Central it: this city, and also of 
those on the Lake Shore, who did not work on 
a salary. None of the more important employes 
of the passenger Gepartments of these roads 
have as yet been disturbed, but it is understood 
that some of these will have to follow their 
brethren of the tack-hammer very soon. Near- 
ly ali tue outside work of the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern, Michigan Central, Canada 
Southern, and Great Western Railroads will 
hereafter have to be done by one set ol men only, 
while heretofore four sets have been 
employed. This arrangement alone saves a 
large amount of money to these roads. Nothing 
bas vet been done in regard to the consolidation 
of the local ticket offices of these roads, but 
some action maybe had to-day. The Great 
Western and Cauada Southern oflices in this 
city will be abolished on the lst of August alto- 
gether. Mr. J. H. Porter, the Western General 
Passenger Agent of the Great Western, will un- 
doubtedly be provided for, as he is too good a 
man to be left out in the cold. Mr. W. H. Hul- 
bert, Western General Passenger Agent of the 
Canada Southern, will,it is understood, go to 
St. Louis in the service of the same Company. 
The agencies of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern and Michigan Central at San Francisco 
have also been consglidated, and Mr. William 
Burdell, of the New York Central, placed in 


charge.

All their small packages of valuabie 
articles, such es silks, faces, etc., they sent by 
rail, the railway companies being held responsi- 
dle for loss or damage. The latter have become 
tired of shouldering all the resoonsibility and 
getting none of the profits. So they resolved 
to put rates at such a figure as will either 


relieve them of the responsibility or 
pay them for ‘accepting. The oid 
charges were 86 per %% pounds.

THE TREATY OF BERLIN. 


Defining the Limits of Bulgaria, Eastern 
Roumelia, and Servia, and Graating Ter- 
ritory to Rassia in Asia Minor, 

The following additional articles to the Treaty 
of Berlin, completing that important docu- 
ment, were made public in London on the 7th 
inst., and will supplement the portion printed 
in Tas TRIBUNBS yesterday: 

THE LIMITs OF BULGARIA. 

Art, 2.—The Principality of Bulgaria will in- 
clude the following territories: The frontier fol- 
lows on the north the right bank of the Danube 
from the ancient frontier of Servia ap to a point to 
be determined by an European comtaission to the 
east of Silistria, and from thence runs to the Black 
Sea to the south of Mangalia, which is included in 
Kioumanian territory. The Black Sea forms the 
eastern bound of Bulgaria. On the south the 
frontier follow® avywards from its mouth the wa 
terway of the brook near which are situated 
the Villages of Hodzakio), Selam-Kioj, Aivad- 
sik, Kultbe, Sudzuluk, crosses obliquely the val- 
ley of the Deli-Kamcik, passes south of Beltbe and 
Kembalik, and north of Hadzimahale a(ter having 
paseed the Deli-Kamcik at two-and-a-half kilo- 
metres above Cengei, reaches the crest at a point 
situated betwecn Tekenlik and Aidds-Bredza, aad 
follows it by Karnavad Balkan, Prisevica Balkan. 
Kazan Balkan, to the north of Kotel as far as De- 
mir Kapu. It proceeds by the principal chain of 
the Great Balkan, the whole extent of which 
it follows tp to the summit of Korica. There 
it leaves the crest cf the Balkan, descends 
southward between the villages of Pirsop and 
Duzanct, left the one to Bulgaria and the other to 
Eastern Roumelia, as far as the brook of Tuzen 
Dere, follows that stream tothe junction with the 
Toppinica, then the latter river until it meets the

The exchange market continues week and 
drooping. The thing is not unusual in the clowing 
days of the month, for bankers generally prefer to 
accumulate a reserve of curreucy tw provide 
against checking for large settlements on the lst 
and 4th. The corner in wheat may develop heavy 
balances. and, in any event, a large amount of 
money changes hands on the frst four days of 
every month.

RETIRING OF THREE-CENT PIECES. 

We iudorae most fully all that the New York 
Dulletin says of the little three-cent nuisance: 

It is said that there is a prospect that the three- 
cent pieces will disappear from public view within 
ashort ume as, Postmasters have deen ordered to 
send all money of that description which they may 
receive at their offices in Waxhington, in order that 
its circalation may be stopped. If this means the 
rilver three-cent piece, it takes out of circulation 
a little dodger which has deen before the 
pubhe since 1851, having been authorized by 

a law passed on the 3d of March of that year. It

HEAVY COIN TRANSFER. 

The Government recently made a heavy transfer 
of gold coin from New York to San Francisco 
amounting to 52. 500, 000. It was done by the 
Government depositing the coin to the eredit of 
the San Francisco banks with their correspondents 


‘in New York and the San Francisco banks deposit- 
+ ing a like amount in the Sub-Treasury of that city. 


As coin usually is sent from the Pacific coast to 
New York, the San Francisco journals are at a loss 
to know why the transaction was made. As yet no 
satisfactory explanation has transpired, but doubt- 
less there isa good one, or Secretary Sherman 
would not have made it. 

NEW COUNTERFEIT. 

A new counterfeit has been discovered in the 
Shape of a . of an eagle, made of silver and 
electro-gilt. It contains silver of the value of 
about 10 cents, and, having a clear ring, is likely 
to deceive persons who have not lately been accus- 
tomed to handle gold. Storekeepers should be 
particalarly watchful with regard to this counter- 
feit, a number of which have lately been put into 
circulation.

The compiications arising out of the mixing of 
spring wheat with winter wheat are quite numerous 
and interesting. It is a peculiar condition of af- 
fairs when grain can be absolutely reduced in grade 
but advanced in valve, as is the case with winter 
wheat just now, and arises from the fact that the 
market for No. 2 spring wheat is practically 
cornered, and spring wheat is selling at & 
price deemed by some fictitious. At any rate, 
winter wheat ordinarily commands 6@12c per du 
more than the same grade of spring, whereas yes- 
terday spring wheat was sold at a premium of 12e 
per bu over winter. This has caused considerable 
mixing of spring with winter by interested parties, 
the operation being a very lucrative one, and while 
the State laws governing the inspection of grain 
absolutely necessitate the grading of mixed spring 
and winter wheat as spring, it is quite probable 
that the manipulations now going on in this direc- 
tion were never contemplated by the makers of the 
laws governing the inspeetion of grain. 

As noted in Tus Tsun of yesterday, some 
parties here in Chicago (as well as outside shippers 
te this market) have taken advantage of existing 
circumstances and have taken winter wheat from 
the elevators, loaded the same into canal- boats. 
mixed a little spring with the same, caused a rein- 
spection as spring wheat, and returned it to the 
elevator. The State Inspector of Grain bas no 
other alternative bot to inspect and grade 
grain thus mixed as spring wheat. Some ciaim 
that receipts for this mixed wheat, notwithstand- 
ing the same are issued on the inspection of the 
State Inspector, are not regular for deliv- 
ery on time contracts. But it is difficult to 
see just why they are not. The law says, prac- 
tically, that winter wheat, when mixed with spring, 
becomes spring wheat. The law is virtually wrong, 
for we ali know that winter wheat is not spring 
wheat, and cannot de made 80 iu fact, though it 
is so made in theory. 

It is probably an ug@rtunate circumstance for 
the grain trade of Chicago that the present state of 
affaires exist, and it not unlikely that considerable 
trouble will result. This mixing no doubt injures 
the wheat for milling, and should a merchant here 
secure from the State Inspector of Grain a sample 
of No. 2epring wheat, and it should be not No. 2 
spring but No. 2 winter and spring mixed, it is 
hardly likely that the @&ample would meet with 
favor. But what can the Inspectordo’ The law 

says it is spring wheat, when common sense says 
it is neither winter nor spring, but a mixture of 
both. As it is not unlikely that the present 
squeeze in spring wheat will be continued along 
into, if not throughout, the month of August, 
the subject is one which calls for serious thought 
on the part of our merchants. It requires twenty 
days in which to change any rule of the State In- 
spection Department, so that it would seem that 
the evil, if such it is, must be endured for some 
time pet. 

A little less than two years ago the Directors of 
the Board of Trade passed a series of Require- 
ments for grain warehouses, im order that their 
receipts shall be regular under the rules of the 
Board of Trade for delivery on grain contracts. 
One of those requirements reads as follows: 


Sizth—No such warehouse proprietor or manager 
shall permit the receipt into their warehouse of any 
grain that they nave reason to believe has been cleaned, 
blown, or mixed in this my for the purpose of raising 
i: trom a lower toa higher grade, unless m such grain be 
stored in a separate din. I a receipt lasued for the 
same, specifically ET = it is stored in 
a separate bin, and will Telivercle on the retura 
and cancellation of the receipt — . or it, such re- 
celpts not to be deliverable on Cuntracta, except by 
special agreement. 


This requirement had been forgotten by a great 
many operators. but, within the last two or three 
days, has veer discussed freeiy, some arguing that 
thie virtually prevented the delivery of mixed 
grain on regular contracts, The requirement, 
so far ag it relates to the present complicated con- 
dition of affairs, is decidedly weak. First it says 
„grain cleaned, blown, or mixed in (his city. 
which gives the outside shipper a great advantage 
over the city owner of grain. Then, in this in- 
stance, the grain is not actually raised from a low- 
er toahigher grade, but the reverse, notwith- 
standing the relative value as now existing. 
Again, as the State governs the inspection of grain, 
itis difficuit to see how or by what authority the 
Board of Trade caa compel a warehouseman to 
put mixed grain in a special bin when the law says 
itis not mixed grain, but No. 2 spring wheat. It 
does not seem that a warehouseman is obliged 
to have special bins for regular grain, 
and No. 2 Spring wheat is ‘*regu- 
lar“ in fact and in law. just 
so soon as the State Inspector says so, though it 
may be constituted of nine parte of No. 2 winter 
and one part No. 2 springs In some instances 
where this mixed grain was tendered on No. 2 
spring wheat contracts it has been accepted un- 
der protest. but if the requirement was not thor- 
oughly weak and inoperative in the present in- 
stance, the wheat would not be received at all, let 
alone under protest. 

The graim markets were active yesterday, and 
prices were higher throughout the list, the great- 
er strength. however, being in the July option. 
All the markets are in a semi-cornered condition 
for thie month's delivery, the stocks being light 
and the short interest rather an extensive one in 
the aggregate. The shipping demand was only 
moderate, notwithstanding’ the advance in rail 
rates promised on the ist of August. Provisions 
were quiet, but lower prices prevailed on pork and 
short ribs especially, while other meats were 
easier. Lard rating rather stronger. 

In the dry-goods market the position of affairs 
was unchanged. The quiet beretofore noted re- 
mains undisturbed, as does also the steadiness of 
values, A moderate d@mand for staple and fancy 
groceries existed, and the general market again 
presented a steady tone. Coffees, sugars, and rice 
were the moet active, and displayed most firmness. 
The dried- fruit trade was without perceptible im- 
provement. A light hand to mouth demand exists 
at nominally unchanged prices. Fish were firm, 
under light stocks and a continued free inquiry. 
Nothing specially new was learned in connection 
with the butter and cheese markets, the demand 
continuing good and prices being firmly supported. 
Olls, paints, and colors remained quiet and un- 
changed. Tobacco was again in fair request, and 
was firm. Leather remaived dull. The demand 
for grain-bage was unabated, and prices showed 
decided firmness. Coal and wood were dull and 
unchanged. 

The cargo lumber market was rather slow, 
though a few sales were made at recent prices, 
and two-inch stuft. which was scarce, sold readily. 
The yard market was quiet and unchanged. 
Trade, on the whole, appears to be improving, but 
retail dealers do not anticipate any decided or per- 
manent increase in the volume of business before 
the 10th of next month. Meanwhile stocks are 
accumulating, and prices, though usually quoted 
steady, are cut more or less by those who are anx- 
ious to secure trade. Hardware and naiis were 
steady, and in better demand. woo! market 
was steady and fairly active. Broom-corn, hops. 
and seeds were quiet and unchanged. Hides sold 
at former figures. The demand for green fruits 
was only fair, and the leading markets were 
easier, the receipts being rather large, and a good 
proportion of them below the average quality. 
Poultry was dull and lower. 

Railroad freights have been advanced to 20¢ on 
grain and provisions and 25c fourth clase to New 
York, and 280 do and 30c do to Boston. The new 
rates take effect Aw 1, Yesterday there was 
more inquiry for room at 160 on grain to New 
York and 21e do to New England.

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FIRST REGIMENT ARMORY. 
IT WILL BE READY FOR THE BOYS SEPT. 1. 
The new Armory of the First Regiment is ap- 

proaching completion. The lst of September was 

the time stipulated, but it may be ten days later 


oro it is turned over in a thoroughly finished state 


to the regiment, ready for oecupancy. 

The building is exactly what it was designed to 
pe, and will meet ali the requirements of the or- 
ganization. It was never intended to be an impos- 
ing edifice, that would tower above all its sur- 


roundings, but fora modest, neat stracture, that 
should serve the purpose for which it 
was meant without an expensive outlay. 
Some foolish person succeeded fin petting pubiish- 
ed in the unter- Orean a tirade of abuse, in the 
form of 4 communication, directed agamst the 
new building and its builders, taking exception to 
its dimensions, and insisting that it should be torn 
down and rebuilt so that u would rise above the 
Gardner House and other surroundings. But 
$14,000 was the price fed as the limit of cost. 
though the architects, Wheelock & Clay, have 
exceeded this sum by about $4,000, aud the 
work is satisfactory to the regiment. so far 
as its outward appearance is concerned. A num- 
ber of improvements might be suggested inside, 
especially in the arrangement of the basement 
floor. where are to be the company rooms. Tifere 
will be ten of the latter, arranged upon either side 
of the building, with a hall running down the cen- 
tre and terminating with adoor at the rear end, 
opening into the boiler and engine-room. These 
company-rooms are about twenty-six fect square, 
with fair light and ventilation. They will be titted 
up with seats, carpets, clothing-lockers, etc., at 
the expense of the different companies. 

The first floor is to be a drill-room, with two 
rows of iron posts supporting the second floor, and 
the second floor is to be the grand drill-room and 
hall for exhibitions, concerts, dancing, etc. There 
are no posts here to interfere with the evolutions 
of the troops. There is a gallery running all 
around, nine feet wide, ten feet above the main 
floor, and suspended from the roof by iron rods. 
All the floors will be double, with two inches of 
mortar between to deaden the sound. The upper 
floor is to be of Georgia pine, all clear. In front, 
from the basement up are the officers’ rooms., ban- 
quet-room, dram-corps room, closets, etc. A 
grand staircase ascenas from the basement to the 
roof in front, and two easy staircases ascend in a 
similar manner at the rear. 

In the attic, over the grand drill-room, there will 
be a space of about sixteen feet in the highest part. 
Here it is proposed to have a shooting-gallery, with 
targets for rifle practice, furnishing a distance of 
125 feet. the length of the Suilding. A comfort- 
able staircase will lead to this apartment, which 
will be well lighted.

CASHIER MILLER, 
YESTERDAY'S DEVELOPMENTS, 

Further investigation into the reason why Ed 
Miller was allowed to come back to Chicago from 
Canadian shores shows that the officials here hope 
to get back all or a great portion of Miller's 
shortage—some $15,000. The Government offi- 
cials state emphatically that Postmaster Palmer is 
in nowise responsibie for the defalcatipn, as he 
only receipted for the surplus cash —§$000—turned 
over to him when he took office.

The Government officials fight shy of the 1 
ers, and they are not inclined to give away Post- 
Office secrets. Special nt James k. Stuart 
would say nothing at all in regard to the case. 
Miller was here, he said, Sut as to his 
talks or what he had confessed to, he re- 
fused totell. As to who was implicated with him, 
he refused absolutely to say a word. Mr. Stuart 
insisted that the Special Agents were in ho way to 
bian.e for not preventing or 41 the defal- 
cation sooner. They had done their duty, and it 
was not their business to make persona: inspection 
of offices unless ordered to do so by the Depart- 
ment at Washington. So far as Postmaster Palmer 
was concerned, he was inno way invofved. He
